Oar nejgKbqurs on Puget Souud 
complain bitterly of their treatmcnfc in 
mail matters. ' And no wonder. The 
word "irregularity" woiUd but faintly 
convey a correct idea of how the over- 
land mail eervioe to Puget Sound in 
.j)erforined, or rather i8_not performed. 
During the past two or three weeks 
there has really, .as it would appear, 
been no pretense to perform the eer- 
vice at all. If, at irregular intervals, 
the Bo-calledmail currier gets through, 
ten chances to one he leaves tlie mail 
m»ttor, oitker in whole or in part, be- 
hind. Wo aro informed that mail bags 
are shuutod off by the way like so 
much trash with which tho aspiring 
contractor does not care to bo cii ruber 
«d when travelling is so bad. Thus, 
during the late sevcro weather, to 
miss the mails has been the rule; to 
get them tho exception. Untortunatoly 
the people of British Columbia have a 
very direct interest in this matter — 
ehare largely in the miseries of thoir 
neighbours. Instead of receiving our 
' mails twice a week via Puget Souud, 
•we do not receive them at all by that 
route, and have to bo content with the 
bi-monthly service via San Francisco 
and sea. To make matters still more 
unendurable, our mails appear to bo 
" for the most part sent overland to be 
cast into rubbish-rooms of way-side 
houses.or possibly to meet a -worse fate. 
It may not bo easy even to suggest 
the remedy; for, so long as tho people 
' of "Washington Territory submit to 
such treatment at tho hands of their 
Government, for us to complain of 
the manner in which that Govrnment 
performs the mail service within its 
own territorial limits would, perhaps, 
. lo.ok Bomewhat invidious. But if we 
cannot bring pressure to bear upon 
the United States Government with a 
view to improving tho domestic mail 
service of the "Great llepublio," we 
may possibly derive a little comfort 
from a comparrison between the mail 
service alluded to and our own. How 
readily fault is found, -what a Imllaba- 
loo is raised, if the mail service be- 
tween this city and Cariboo gets tho 
least bit out of joint; and yet that ser- 
vice has to be performed under far 
great difficultios than that to Puget 
Sound. There is nothing along tho 
whole route between Red Bluff and 
Tacoma that can compare with 
the canyons of tho Frascr, where tho 
mails have, during such seasonB as the 
present, to bo conveyed ■orver snow 
sometimes thirty and even forty feet 
deep and along mountain sides where 
the adventu rous carrier can only with 
the greatest difficulty gain a foothold 
and where tho native Indian at times 
declines to venture. But oven if we 
come down to the level countrj-, the 
winter achievements of the irrepres- 
sible "Bill Bristol" on tho route be- 
tween Yale and Now Westminster 
throw entirely into tho shade all mail- 
carrying exploits on the other side. 
There tho route lies through a country 
for the most part settled, and present- 
ing very much fewer difficulties in the 
way of travel. Yet notwithstanding 
the greater difficulties to bo overcome 
on the route between hero and Cari- 
boo, not a mail has mis.sod, not a bag 
has been left bj the way during the 
present excepiaonally severe winter. 
These facts are menfioned less in 
praise of our own service than by way 
of contrasting it with that of a more 
powerful and wealthy neighbour, and 
as constituting a fitting rebuke to 
thoie pamphleteers and journalists 
even in this community who are ever 
ready to institute the most unfair com- 

Sarisons between the United States 
fovernment and the Canadian Gov- 
ernment for tho patriotic purpose of 
disparaging tho latter. The condition 
of our postal relations couscqiioiit up- 
on the inofficioiicy of tho United States 
mail service to Paget Sound presents 
good ground for urging the necessity 
of having a more efficient sorvico l)y 
sea S3 well as some more complete ar- 
rangomonta for proveiiling our mail 
matter being still sent via Puget 
Sound route at such times and under 
auch conditions as render Its ever 
reaching us extremely improbable.

After the 
advorti.sod Kpeakera had concluded 
their adtlrosaefl, loud calls was made 
for Wondoll Phillips wiio, by invita- 
tion of the Chairman of tho meeting, 
made his way to tha platform amid 
applause, shouts and hisses. Ho 
made a somowhat lengthy addros.s, 
fioquontly interrupted, iisscvtiiig that 
Grant and General Do Tiioband had 
complied with ovory requiairion of the 
constitution and law. As a citizeua 
of Boston he protested against the 
adoption of tho resolution. His 
anxiety was not for the Administration 
but for tho oppressed people of the 
South. .Should you pass those reso- 
lutions tho blood of one hundred blacL; 
men and ono hundred white men will 
bo on your skirts. Four millions of 
negroes wero called into freedom to 
save the nation, now you refuse to al- 
low thu President to protect them. 

CiNciitATTi, Jau. IG. — lho meeting 
of the leading citizens to-night adopt- 
ed resolutions condemning tho re- 
cent part played by the militaiy in 
Now Orleans. 

New York, Jan. 15.— A "Washington 
despatch says; iheio was another con- 
ference of the Southern representa- 
tion last night, at wl.deh is was un- 
animously agreed lo support the Kel- 
logg Government of Louisiana, and 
demand its support by tho|Republican 
party. It is the intention of tho Re- 
publicans in tho Senate to admit 
Pinchbeck to his seat as soon as ho ar. 
rives in "Washington. This would bo 
such a mark of recognition of Kellogg 
Government that it does not seem pos- 
sible the Senate would take such ac- 
tion till it had deliberated or deter- 
mined upon the policy of dealing with 
the whole case. There have beon 
witliin the last days signs of reaction 
among tho Republicans in favor of en- 
dorsing the policy that has been pur- 
sued, and of recognizing and sustain- 
ing tjio Kellogg Government.
